“These measureg were necessary 
because of the regulation involv- 
Ing rabies in animals of this De- 
partment, and in turn, these rég- 
ulations are absolutely necessary 
and unavoidable because of the 
fact that rabies once established 
in a human not adequately vac- 


' €inated, is universally fatal, and 
because the incubation perlod of 


rabies in an animal can be as 
long Hs six months, 

The Departments regulations 
‘Specify that, if a dog is not ade- 
quately vaccinated, and ff he. is 
bitten by a rabid animal, he must 
be cither destroyed or "confined 
by a vetcrinarian for a period of 
six months for observation. If the 
animal wag pena before the 
a 20 day perlod 
of opscrvation® a ‘a velerinarian 
is ddequate and destrtiction ts 
ufinecessary, 

Adequate rabies vaccination of 
all pety, therefore, sérves a dual 
purpose, First and most Important 
it affords a pet’s owner assur- 
ance that if his animal is exposed 
to rabies, the owner and his fam- 
ily are protected from this dan= 
gerous ilinéss, Second, {t assures 
the pet's owner that destruction 
or expensive confinement of his 
tinimal will not be necessary fn 
the case of exposure. 

Beeause of the fact that a high 
percentage of the foxes tested in 
the State Laboratory are found 
to ibe positive for rables, the de- 
partnient must consider that any 
animal that is bitten by a fox 
has bten exposed to rabies and 
must either be destroyed or con-~ 
fined by o veterinary for six 
months tinless the fox is tested in 
Augusta and found to be negative 
for rables,
